German word was ‘“Schlag-ruthe,” striking rod, translated, 
as “‘duschan” in old English, and ultimately as “densing-or 
dowsing rod.” In the south-west of England especially 
but everywhere the rod is used, we find the terms “dowser 
and “dowsing” employed. : z 


f After many interesting references to dowsing, the jec- 
turer dealt with the gift of a notable dowser, one Joh 
Mullins. This Mullins was not an educated map, he was: 
labourer, in fact, who was remarkably successful in tfma 
ing water. 

Sir Henry Harben built a mansion, with water bowen
